RESIDENTS who live 
along the killer A1307 
have renewed their calls 
for action after another 
life was lost on the deadly 
road. 

The death of a lorry 
driver on Tuesday morning 
has prompted two con¬ 
cerned residents to build a 
fortress around their home 
on the A1307 in a bid to 
protect themselves. 

Peter and Evelyn Ward have 
been campaigning for a hazardous 
traffic island to be removed from 
outside their home on the A1307 at 
Little Abington because they 
feared it could cause a fatality 

But highways chiefs did not take 
action and the lorry driver, from 
Trek Highways in Thetford, was 
killed when his road sweeper 
overturned at 8.45am, causing a 
car to swerve and plough through 
a garden fence. 

The woman driver escaped 
uninjured. 

Highways chiefs later drove 
along the road to look at possible 
safety measures after calls from 
residents. 

The death was the latest in a 
series of crashes which have 
terrified householders. 

Now Mr and Mrs Ward have 
resorted to drastic action and have 
vowed to build a fortress around 
their property. The elderly couple 
have already built a bank around 
their home.

Council concerns over meal changes 


CONCERNS have been 
raised over changes to 
Haverhill’s Meals on 
Wheels service. 

The new contract, won 
by WRVS, formerly the 
Women’s Royal Volunt¬ 
ary Service, will see the 
preparation of meals 
move away from the 
Haverhill Arts Centre 
kitchen to Bury St Ed¬ 
munds in July. 

But Haverhill Town 
Council is worried that 
the change is not in the 
best interests of elderly 
customers in the town. 

The town council’s 


clerk, Gordon Mussett, 
told the Weekly News 
that meals will take 
longer to get to custom¬ 
ers and the quality of 
food will be affected. 

Mr Mussett said: “The 
meals are currently froz¬ 
en and reheated in the 
centre and delivered by 
volunteers so they are 
all delivered within 90 
minutes of being heated. 

“The new proposal. . . 
adds another 45 minutes 
to the journey, meaning 
that meals will be on the 
move for over two-and-a- 
quarter hours. 


“Take into account 
bad weather or any 
traffic accidents on the 
roads between the two 
locations and this could 
mean further delays and 
the food being not as 
tasty when it is finally 
delivered.” 

Mr Mussett added: 
“We would prefer for the 
county council to keep 
the service here in the 
town so that those 
people who use the 
service and eat the 
meals will receive meals 
which are freshly 
cooked and are delivered 


on a good timescale.” 

Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil said the new service 
will offer a better menu, 
all meals will be care¬ 
fully cooked, heated and 
delivered hot and on 
time and the meals will 
be temperature cont¬ 
rolled throughout their 
journey. 

However the state¬ 
ment from the council 
and WRVS also said 
there may be one or two 
redundancies in Haver¬ 
hill as part of the 
changes. 

It states: “Both WRVS 


and Suffolk County 
Council understand that 
these changes may cause 
some unrest with staff 
and volunteers, as it is 
inevitable that in order 
to expand and improve, 
some staff in Haverhill 
may be made redundant 
and some volunteers 
may find the change in 
premises inconvenient 
with regards to travel. 

“WRVS is currently in 
the process of dis¬ 
cussing with staff and 
volunteers options and 
arrangements for the 
future.”

Mrs Ward built the protective 
bank after a 40-ton 
articulated lorry collided with 
the island and jack-knifed 
across the road and into Mr 
and Mrs Ward’s garden, 
three-and-a-half years after 
the same thing happened. 
Mrs Ward, said: “A fireman 
told me that if I had not built 
the bank around my home 
the car and maybe the lorry 
would have ploughed into 
my home. 

“This is the third time this 
has happened in as many 
months. We are frightened 
to drive here and are even 
scared to be in our own 
homes.” 

The latest fatality comes just 
weeks after 16-year-old 
schoolgirl Alice Westland 
was killed and hours after a 
summit on the “death road”. 
Councillors, highways chiefs, 
residents and the 
headteacher of Linton 
College, which has lost two 
schoolgirls to the road, met 
on Monday to thrash out a 
solution for the infamous 
highway. 

It has claimed more than 20 
lives in the last decade 


including those of two 
teenage girls-Alice 
Westland and Imogen 
Barker. 

At the same traffic island, a 
29-year-old woman from 
Haverhill made a miraculous 
escape. 

She ended up in intensive 
care after her car collided 
with a lorry and was pushed 
against a tree at 1 pm on 
February 9. 

Her green Volkswagen Polo 
was sent flying into the front 
garden of a nearby home, 
where it was pinned against 
a tree by the Volvo truck. 

The A1307 is one of the 
region’s most deadly roads - 
with six fatalities in two 
years. 

It claimed the life of Peter 
Rogers, 34, of Chedburgh 
Place, Haverhill, when his 
Ford Transit overturned on 
December 1 last year. 

He died near the spot where 
schoolgirl Imogen Barker, 

15, was killed in February 
last year, weeks before her 
GCSE exams. 

And Alice Westland, 16, was 
killed in March, just yards 
from where Imogen was 
killed at Cardinal’s Green, 


Horseheath. 

The meeting in Horseheath 
on Monday night was 
attended by parish, district 
and county councillors as 
well as representatives of 
Cambridgeshire Highways 
team. 

Patsy Dell from St 
Edmundsbury District 
Council, Caroline 
Derbyshire, headteacher of 
Linton Village College, and 
Esther Cornell, from 
campaign group 
Access 1307, were also 
there. 

South Cambs District 
Councillor Vicky Ford called 
for the meeting following the 
tragic death of Alice 
Westland. 

Horrified by the latest 


tragedy, she said: “It’s ironic 
that after two hours talking 
about safety improvements 
another death has 
happened. The big problem 
remains that this rural road 
was never built for the huge 
growth of traffic. 

“This road is just too 
dangerous. We need a 
proper long-term strategy for 
safety improvements. 

“But there is very little 
money for this. We do have 
the £250,000 which will be 
spent in June at the bus stop 
where the girls died. But I 
can understand the 
frustration of residents in 
Little Abington.” 

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said that 
the road was of the highest 


priority. 

He said: “We have already 
spent hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of pounds in safety 
improvements. The problem 
with the traffic island is that 
there is a bus stop there, 
and school children need the 
island to safely cross the 
road. 

“We have put in highlights 
for drivers that the traffic 
island is coming up. This 
accident is subject to a 
police investigation and we 
will be looking at the findings 
of the inquest to see if 
anything could have been 
done. 

“We are very concerned 
about the accidents on the 
A1307 and want to see the 
road made safer.” 



Patrols stepped 
up after attack 

POLICE patrols have been stepped up 
following an attack on a 15-year-old girl. 

The Weekly News reported last week 
how a man grabbed the youngster at 
Foxburrow Close, Haverhill, between 
9.30pm and 10.30pm on Saturday, April 19 
as she was walking her dog and tried to 
sexually attack her. 

The offender has yet to be caught but 
police have received several phone calls 
from members of the public and they 
have also increased patrols in the area to 
make people feel safe and for members of 
the public to approach with any 
information. 

The police have renewed their appeal 
for the man, who was described as being 
of slim build and wearing tracksuit 
bottoms, a hooded top and white trainers.

Police get ready to 
welcome booze ban 


A TOWN centre alcohol ban 
comes into effect next week. 

The Haverhill ban, which comes into 
force on May 8, is aimed at reducing anti¬ 
social behaviour and makes it an offence 
to drink alcohol in designated parts of 
the town centre. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
recently carried out a six-week con¬ 
sultation with local residents to find out 
their opinions on the proposed ban. It 
showed that 83 per cent of the 133 
residents who responded were in favour. 

When the ban comes into force it will 
allow police officers to confiscate and 
dispose of alcohol in both sealed and 
open containers. Anyone who refuses to 
hand over their alcohol when asked to do 
so could be arrested and/or fined up to 
£500. 

The ban does not target everyone, 
however, as people will still be allowed to 
sit outside and enjoy a drink at properly 
licensed cafes, bars and restaurants. 

The Haverhill ban will work in a 
similar way to a Bury St Edmunds by¬ 
law, which has helped to curb petty 
crime and vandalism in the town. The 
ban zone has also grown in size during 
the consultation period due to fears 
groups would be displaced from the

centre of the town to drink in other 
areas nearby 

Councillor Sara Mildmay-White, the 
council’s cabinet member responsible for 
crime and disorder reduction, said: 
“This ban is an excellent example of 
agencies working together to tackle 
concerns from Haverhill residents. 

“It sends a clear message that we will 
not tolerate anti-social behaviour and we 
will continue to look at appropriate and 
targeted measures to protect the quality 
of life of all members of the 
community” 

Haverhill Neighbourhood Inspector 
Adrian Dawson said: “The police, town 
councillors and the borough council 
have all received complaints from the 
community in Haverhill about people 
drinking in public and causing anti¬ 
social behaviour and intimidation to 
residents. 

“The public has been consulted and 
there was overwhelming support for the 
alcohol ban. The police will therefore 
enforce the ban as part of the Safer 
Neighbourhood team ethos of listening 
and responding to local concerns.”

A PRE-SCHOOL is one of two 
projects benefiting from a 
cash handout. 

Ketton Early Birds Pre-School, 
based at Kedington Primary School 
in Church Walk, Kedington, has 
received a grant of £4,790 from the 
Havebury Housing Partnership’s 
Community Investment Fund (CIF). 

The money will go towards pro¬ 
viding car parking spaces at the new 
pre-school, which opened in early 
April. It provides pre-school facilities 
for children aged two-and-a-half to 
four years and a breakfast club, after 
school and holiday club for those 
aged up to nine. 

Speaking about the cash injection, 
Christine Bowers, chairman of the 
pre-school’s committee, said: “The 
pre-school has been running in the 
village for 40 years but up until now 
it has been held at the community 
centre so sessions have been limited 
to mornings only 

“The funding we have received 
from Havebury will help us to make 
the site more accessible for families 
in the village.” 

The chair of the CIF group, Chris 
Allen, added: “This project is just one 
example of the successful way in 
which the funding provided by the 
CIF is helping to support local 
groups and initiatives.” 

Another initiative benefiting from 
the CIF is a new credit union for 
Haverhill, which has been given a 
£5,000 grant. 

The plan is to offer more affordable 


banking services to people who live 
or work in and around the town and 
the money will be used to support a 
development worker for the project. 

Credit unions are financial, not-for- 
profit co-operatives owned and 
controlled by their members and this 


new project will allow members to 
regularly save small amounts of 
money and take out low cost loans. 

Since the CIF was established in 
2002, a total of £316,351 has been 
awarded in grants to support 126 
community projects. This funding 


has also helped local groups and 
projects attract more than £4.5m in 
match funding. 

Each year £50,000 is available in 
small grants to help groups and 
individuals with ideas which will 
benefit the local community.

Woman’s death a 
‘tragic accident’ 

A WOMAN’S death was accidental, an 
inquest has ruled. 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk coroner, said 
Georgina Benson, 49, appeared to have 
died after falling down stairs at her 
home in Templars Court, Haverhill. 

He recorded a verdict of accidental 
death at the inquest in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Her partner, Roy Thomas, 48, told 
police he found her lying at the bottom 
the stairs when he came home from 
work. He was arrested over the 
incident. 

Dr Dean said: “The police clearly 
wanted to be certain there was nothing 
untoward and investigated the cir¬ 
cumstances fully.” 

Mr Thomas said he put Ms Benson 
into bed after he found her. He believed 
she had been drinking and put her to 
bed to sleep it off. 

But, said Dr Dean, he did not know 
she had suffered a “significant head 
injury” and only later called an ambu¬ 
lance.

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Police chief hails 
fall in crime stats 


CRIMINAL damage is 
down but drug offences 
are up in West Suffolk, 
according to the latest 
figures released by Suffolk 
Police. 

Overall there were 19,907 
offences committed throughout 
the Mid Suffolk area, which 
includes St Edmundsbury and 
Forest Heath districts, between 
April 2007 and April 2008, 629 
fewer than the previous year 

But despite a drop in crimes 
such as criminal damage and 
violent crime, there were more 
incidents of drug offences and 
household burglaries than had 
occurred in the previous 12 
months. 

The overall reduction in crime 
in the western area is, according 
to the area commander Chief 
Superintendent Paul Marshall, 
the result of many changes 
overseen by the force, including

the introduction of Safer 
Neighbourhood teams and the 
restructuring of the force. 

Chief Supt Marshall said: “All 
have been handled professionally 
and with dedication and comm¬ 
itment, and the success of the 
Safer Neighbourhood teams in 
particular is reflected in these 
figures. 

“The number of offences 
committed in many categories is 
down. There were almost 180 
fewer instances of criminal dam¬ 
age, which has been a priority 
for my officers and staff, and 
vehicle crime has also fallen by 
120 crimes, a drop of 5 per cent. 

“Both of these results mean 
we have reached the reduction 
target.” 

The force also saw a reduction 
in the number of violent crimes, 


with 25 fewer than the previous 
year, and put the increase in 
drug offences, which rose by 134 
incidents, down to proactive 
work being done by the police, 
including carrying out warrants 
based on intelligence and using 
drug dogs in town centres. 

The police have set their list of 
priorities for the next 12 months 
and these include promoting 
road safety through Operation 
Guardian, and the reduction of 
the number of household burg¬ 
laries which were one of the few 
crimes to rise in 2007/08. 

Another operation, Staysafe, 
will attempt to tackle violence in 
public places and is due to begin 
in May 

Chief Supt Marshall added: 
“Overall I am delighted with 
what we have achieved through¬ 
out 2007/08 and every member of 
staff here in the west will be 
striving to improve on that over 
the coming year.”

Heart patients get 
help closer to home 


HEART patients waiting for a 
diagnosis are set to benefit 
from a quicker and more 
convenient service. 

From this week, a new 
mobile laboratory will visit 
West Suffolk Hospital in Bury 
St Edmunds once a week for 
the next 12 months, giving 
patients who would otherwise 
have to travel to Papworth 
Hospital the chance to receive 
a diagnosis closer to home. 

The laboratory is set up to 
carry out coronary angio¬ 
graphy procedures, which 
involves inserting a tube in 
the patient and injecting them 
with a dye, which travels 
through the coronary arteries 
and into the heart. The 
passage of dye is followed 
using X-rays, which will pick 
up any blockages in the 
arteries. Clinicians can then 
determine the best treatment 
for patients to open up the 
artery and free the blockage. 
These procedures would take 


place at Papworth Hospital. 

The service has been intro¬ 
duced thanks to a new part¬ 
nership arrangement bet¬ 
ween West Suffolk Hospital 
NHS Trust and private 
company Cardinal InHealth. 

Cathy Fuller, from diag¬ 
nostic cardiology services, 
said: “In the past, patients 
needing this procedure had to 
travel to Papworth Hospital. 

“It is going to be so much 
more convenient for them to 
be able to come to their local 
hospital instead - plus they’ll 
also get their diagnosis quick¬ 
er. 

“We will be using the lab 
for a year and then looking 
very closely at the benefits it 
offers so that a decision can 
be taken about the best way to 
provide this service to 
patients in the future.” 

The mobile lab will visit the 
hospital every Tuesday and 
will operate next to Rowan 
House.

The £4,000-plus the residents 
have been offered as 
recompense is nothing for the 
uprooting and worry caused by 
such a move. 

It wasn’t so long back that social 
services cut the day centre 
availability to the elderly was it? 
And then they cut the care given 
to the elderly at lunch time to 10 
to 15 minutes (to heat a meal, 
wash up the breakfast items, 


empty commodes etc - heaven 
forbid if the elderly person 
needed extra care or was in 
distress). 

I hope the residents all stick 
together and refuse to move. 
Maybe Ms Mayhew and the rest 
of these people who make these 
decisions should realise that we 
are all heading towards old age, 
and also bear in mind the phrase 
“what goes around comes 
around”.

Yet BMW has always taken a 
more softly, softly approach with 
its 3 Series Coupe, which has never 
shared any body panels with its 
saloon counterpart, but may as 
well have for all the visual 
distinctions that this made.

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Audi’s Q5 set to battle rivals

SMART, swish, and 
sporty, the new Audi 
Q5 is destined to do a 
lot more than add to 
the crush in the 
burgeoning family 
sports utility- 
crossover vehicle 
sectors. 

Audi is very much the 
badge of the moment, 
with sales and brand 
loyalty on the up and still 
a long way off being on 
the crest of the wave. 

The Q5’s flowing lines 
and lower, more sporting, 
stance should quickly 
attract a strong following 
when it goes on sale in 
Britain later this year, 
and could even dent the 
market aspirations of the 
firm’s new A4 range - the 
Q5’s pricing won’t be far 
removed from that of its 
popular saloon sibling. 

One rival that will be 
watching its back when 
the Q5 arrives is the 
current crossover market 
leader, the Nissan 
Qashqai, whose seven- 
seater version, the 
Qashqai+2 arrives in the 
UK in October. 

The Qashqai+2, at 4.52 
metres long, is closer to 
the five-door Q5’s 
dimensions, which 
stretches a little more to 
4.63 metres in length. 


Yet the new Audi has 
the longest wheelbase - at 
2.81 metres - in this 
segment, which means a 
roomy cabin, albeit for 
only five adults. The Q5’s 
seats are designed to be 
flexible, especially at the 
rear, where the backrests 
are angle-adjustable and 
easy to fold down via a 
remote release lever in 
the boot. 

The cargo space itself 
has a second under-floor 
storage area, allowing 
basic load space to first 
expand to 540 litres before 
a flattening of the rear 
seats ups that to 1,560 
litres. 

Longer cargo can be 
accommodated by fitting 
options such as a slide- 
forward rear bench seat, 
and a front passenger seat 
with folding backrest. 

The Audi Q5 will 
initially arrive with three 
engines, one 2.0-litre 
turbo petrol unit, and 2.0 
and 3.0-litre turbo diesel 
engine choices. But that 
powerplant line-up could 
quickly change - Audi is 
noted for adding more 
powerful motors once 
demand for a range is 
established. 

The four-cylinder 2.0- 
litre TFSI petrol unit 
sprints from 0 to 62mph in 
7.2 seconds, can touch 
138mph, and averages 


33.2mpg on the official 
combined cycle. 

The refined 2.0-litre 
turbo diesel has a 
combined cycle fuel 
consumption of 42.1mpg, 
can reach 62mph from 
standing in 9.5 seconds, 
and has a top speed of 
126.76 mph. 

The most powerful 
engine in the line-up, the 
3.0-litre TDI, is a V6 diesel 
that delivers 237bhp to 
take the Audi Q5 from 0 to 
62mph in 6.5 seconds, 
before accelerating away 
to a top speed of 139mph. 
The V6’s thirst equates to 
a reasonable 36.6mpg on 
the combined cycle. 


Six-speed manual and 
seven-speed automatic 
transmissions will be 
available, and the Q5 gets 
Audi’s famed quattro 
four-wheel drive system 
as standard. 

In normal conditions, 
60 per cent of the engine 
power goes to the rear 
wheels for sporting, rear- 
focused driving 

enjoyment, but the 
transfer box can deliver 
up to 65 per cent of the 
power to the front axle, 
and a maximum of 85 per 
cent to the rear axle, 
when there is a demand 
for it. 

Hi-tech fittings and 


options include cruise 
control, hill descent 
control, a parking system 
with rear-view camera, a 
lane departure warning 
system, and Audi’s side 
assist, which warns of 
hazards when changing 
lanes. 

Other buy-in items 
include tyre pressure 
monitoring, a panoramic 
glass sunroof with tilting 
function, triple-zone 
climate control, sun 
blinds for the rear side 
windows, adaptive 
cornering lights, and a 
powered, push-button 
tailgate as seen on the 
firm’s bigger Q7 4x4. 


DIY servicing 
motorists are 
a dying breed 

MEN no longer trust their DIY motor 
mechanic skills and are becoming 
DlFMs (Do It For Me) instead, says to a 
survey. 

Only about 14 per cent of male 
drivers attempt to take care of under- 
the-bonnet problems, the Castrol poll 
found. 

Rather than doing it themselves, 
three in four men are now relying on a 
professional for even the most basic 
care maintenance, the survey of 1,360 
people showed. 

With women, the number prepared 
to go down the DIY road is even 
smaller, with 87 per cent of female 
motorists seeking professional help or 
asking their partners to do their car 
maintenance. 

The survey also found that more 
than half of motorists are unsure if they 
are using the right oil for their car. 

Rob Stroud of Castrol said: “It 
seems that less and less modern-day 
males are able to look after their 
vehicles themselves. 

“While past generations took pride 
in their cars and spent hours keeping 
them in tip-top condition, men appear 
more inclined now to pop to the 
garage or visit a drive-through car 
wash. 

“Basic car maintenance, such as 
topping up the oil, can be done at 
home. However, it’s essential that you 
know what you are doing and are 
using the right products and 
equipment. Choosing the right oil for 
your car can be confusing.”

the best balance of low 
motoring convictions and 
low accident rates, said 
insurance company 
Admiral. 

It added that the younger 
you are when you pass your 
test, the more likely you are 
to have a motoring 
conviction in the first five 
years of motoring. 

Also, those who do not 
pass until they are a little 
older tend to have the worst 
motoring records as they 
are more likely to have had 
an accident and made an 
insurance claim by the time 
they throw away their L- 
plates. 

Based on data from more 
than a million motorists, 
the Admiral figures showed 
that men pass their driving 
test at a younger age than 
women, with 44 per cent of 
them passing before they 
are 19, compared with 37 
per cent of women. 

As many as 59 per cent of 
men, but just 46 per cent of 
women, pass their driving 
test the first time, while 
seven per cent of women 
take more than three 
attempts to pass their test 
compared with four per 
cent of men. 

Overall, 18 is the most 
common age to pass the 
test, with 23 per cent of 
motorists doing so. Only 39 
per cent reach the age of 21 
before they pass their test. 


Motorists in Wimborne, 
Dorset, pass at the lowest 
average age -19.4 years. 

They are followed by 
motorists in Peterhead, 
Scotland, and the Bitton 
and Warmley areas of 
Bristol. 

The area with the oldest 
average age for people 
passing their test is Maida 
Vale in north west London, 
with a figure of 21.9 years. 
This is followed by the 
London areas of Peckham 
and Stoke Newington, with 
the top 20 areas of the UK 
with the highest average 
age for passing the driving 
test all being in London. 

Admiral managing 
director Sue Longthorn 
said: “Our research shows 
that the age you pass your 
driving test does indeed 
affect your driving record. 
If you pass your test when 
you are 17 or 18 there is a 
higher probability that you 
will have a conviction for a 
motoring offence such as 
speeding or careless 
driving. 

“Conversely, the older you 
are when you pass your 
test, there is a much higher 
probability that you will 
have an accident at some 
time. This could be because 
people who pass at an older 
age have failed their driving 
test a number of times, and 
could therefore be weaker 
drivers.”
